The  County  Council  administers  the  Health  Visiting,  Maternity,  Child  Nelfare, 
School  Health,  Immunisation,  Dental,  Specialist  and  other  services  v/hich  aim  at 
the  preservation  of  health  of  the  community  and  the  prevention  of  disea^ses, 
especially  among  children.  The  Home  Nursing  service  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  suppoi'ted  by  the  Homo  Help  Service,  v/hich  is  managed  by  the  V/,V.S.,  and 
the  loan  of  Nursing  Requisites  Scheme  managed  by  the  Red  Cross,  continued  to 
provide  invaluable  domiciliary  help  and  advice. 

The  district  is  v/ell  served  by  hospitals  of  all  kinds  cither  v/ithin  the 
district  or  within  comparatively  easy  roach  of  it,  except  for  casuaJ-ty  fo-Cilities 
for  major  accidents  V'/hich  need  to  be  transported  cither  to  the  Accident  Hospital,

^lEAT  A.ND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

During  the  year,  the  total  number  of  animals  killed  and 
inspected  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  and  one  Private  Slaughterhouse 
v/as  63,167=  The  amount  of  meat  inspection  and  supervision  demands 
the  services  of  one  full  time  inspector  at  the  Public  S.laughterhouse , 
and  of  two  inspectors  at  peak  periods,  in  addition  to  the  inspection 
required  at  the  one  Private  Slaughterhouse, 

Apart  from  the  seasonal  decline  in  killing  during- the  Summer 
months,  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  has  vvorked  to  maximum  ca.pacity, 
the  provision  of  additional  lairage  space  is  now  essential.

The  total  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  during  the  year, 
including  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection, 
was  1,082. 

Minor  ingringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
i960  were  dealt  with  either  verbally  or  by  letter,  and  in  each  case  the 
required  works  v;ere  carried  out. 

During  the  year,  tv;enty-seven  routine  samples  of  cooked  meat 
products  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory. 

Dr.  R.  J.  Henderson,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Worcester,  has  kindly  continued  to  examine  swabs  of  crockery  etc.,  taken 
from  catering  establishments.  A very  considerable  im.provement  is 
noticed  when  a comparison  is  made  with  the  earlier  results  of  these 
examinations.
